WARNING 


The legal voters in Town Meeting of the Town of Pittsford and the Town School District are 
hereby notified and warned to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on Monday, March 1, 1971 
at 7:30 o’clock in the afternoon to transact any business not involving voting by Australian Ballot 
or voting required by law to be by ballot and to be held on the first Tuesday in March. This 
meeting shall be adjourned to the following day, in order to vote on all matters required to be 
voted on by Australian Ballot, or to be voted on by ballot and to be held on the first Tuesday 
in March. 

The following matters will come before the meeting, to wit: 

1. To hear the reports of the Town and Town School District officers and take appropriate 
action thereon. 

2. To see if the Town will authorize the expenditure of the amounts set forth in the General 
Fund Budget for the support of the General Departments and Services of the Town. 

3. To see if the Town will authorize to be raised by taxation, the sum of FORTY-SIX 
THOUSAND FIVE HUNDRED NINETY-FOUR ($46,594.00) to provide funds for the support 
of the General Departments and Services of the Town for the period of January 1, 1971 to 
December 31, 1971. 

4. To see if the Town will authorize the expenditure of the amounts set forth in the Highway 
Fund Budget for the support of highways. 

5. To see if the Town will authorize to be raised by taxation, the sum of FORTY 
THOUSAND NINE HUNDRED FIFTEEN DOLLARS ($40,915.00) to provide funds for the 
highway needs of the Town for the period January 1, 1971 to December 31, 1971. 

6. To see if the Town will authorize the expenditure of the amounts set forth in the Sewer 
Fund Budget for the support of the Sewer. 

7. Tosee if the Town will authorize to be raised by taxation, the sum of ONE THOUSAND 
EIGHT HUNDRED SEVENTY-FIVE DOLLARS ($1,875.00) to provide funds for the sewer 
needs of the Town for the period January 1, 1971 to December 31, 1971. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to collect taxes on real estate and personal property in 
installments, 1/3 on July 10, 1/3 on September 10, and 1/3 on November 10. (Sect. 4871, Title 
32 VSA) 

9. To see if the Town will vote for the collection of taxes by the Treasurer. (Sect. 4791, 
Title 82 VSA) 

10. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money for the temporary 
use of the Town. (Sect. 1783, Title 24, VSA.) 

11. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to acquire by gift or purchase land for a 
municipal forest, to promote reforestation, water conservation and good forestry practices. 
(Sect. 2407-2408, Title 24, VSA.) (For discussion of the Municipal Forest Program see Page 51 
of the December 31, 1968 Town Report.) 

12. To see if the Town will authorize the expenditure of the amount set forth in the Town 
School District Budget for the support of the Town School District from July 1, 1971 to June 30, 
1972. 

13. To see if the Town will authorize to be raised by taxation the sum of ONE HUNDRED 
THIRTY-THREE THOUSAND SEVENTY-THREE DOLLARS AND NINETY-TWO 
CENTS ($133,073.92) for the support of the Town School District for the period July 1, 1971 to 
June 30, 1972. 

14. To see if the voters of the Pittsford Town School District will authorize the School 
Directors to establish a Public Kindergarten pursuant to 16 V.S.A. 563 (18). An appropriation 
of THIRTEEN THOUSAND FIVE HUNDRED AND NINETY-FIVE DOLLARS ($13,595.00) 
would be required above and beyond the recommended budget. 

15. To see if the voters of the Pittsford Town School District will recommend to the School 
Directors that a half-time Supervising Principal be employed to serve the Lothrop School. 
appropriation of FIVE THOUSAND FIVE HUNDRED AND EIGHTY DOLLARS ($5,580.00) 
would be required above and beyond the recommended budget. 

16. To see whether or not the voters of the Pittsford Town School District will approve, 
ratify and confirm the Resolution of the Joint Board of the Frederic Duclos Barstow Memorial 
School adopted December 7, 1970, in words and figures following: 


€ 
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“Whereas, by agreement of June 29, 1949, pursuant to No. 234 of the Acts of 1949, the town 
school districts of Chittenden, Mendon and Pittsford became associated in the joint operation of 
the Frederic Duclos Barstow Memorial School, so-called, in the Town of Chittenden, as a public 
elementary school, which agreement remains in full force and effect, and 

“Whereas, the legal title to said school, and the appurtenances including the school lot, is held 
by the town of Chittenden Town School District, and 

“Whereas, it is unanimously found and determined by the board of school directors of the 
Town of Chittenden School District and the joint board of the school districts of Chittenden, 
Mendon and Pittsford that because of increasing enrollments, additional demands made upon 
presently available facilities and in order to improve public education with particular regard to 
environmental concerns in the area served by said school and to promote the public policy of the 
State, the public interest and necessity require the following improvements to said school facilities: 

1) Provision for the continuing development of the land recently purchased to the South 
of the Barstow Memorial School which would provide for effective usage of the land in terms of 
education and recreation to include: 

a) An athletic field 

b) An outdoor swimming pool with supporting facilities 

c) Two ecological ponds for science study 

d) A picnic area and fireplaces 

e) A parking area 

f) A lower access road from the Power House Road, so-called 

‘Whereas, it is unanimously agreed that application to the State Board of Education be 
made for a statutory grant of 30% of the total cost of said improvements, which total cost is 
estimated to be THIRTY THOUSAND DOLLARS ($30,000.00). 

“Therefore, be it hereby resolved that in pursuance of its authority as a joint board and in 
behalf of each said participating town school districts, of Chittenden, Mendon and Pittsford, the 
said joint board of school directors hereby appropriates the sum of THIRTY THOUSAND 
DOLLARS in furtherance of the objectives herein above set forth, and 

“Be it further resolved, that the joint board do any and all acts or things needful to carry 
this resolution into effect.’ 

NOTE: This article requires no additional tax money from Pittsford Taxpayers. 

17. To transact such other business as legally may come before the said meeting at this time. 

18. To see if the Town and Town School District will adjourn this meeting until 12:00 
Noon, March 2, 1971 to vote on the following matters only, to wit: Articles 19 through 22. Polls 
open for all matters to be voted on by ballot at 12:00 Noon and close at 6:00 P.M. 

19. To elect all necessary Town, Town School District and Otter Valley Union High School 
District officers for the ensuing term of office. (By Ballot) 

20. To see if the Town and Town School District will authorize the Selectmen and the 
School Directors to enter into contracts from time to time as application is made for the purpose 
of Tax Stabilization, any contract not to exceed Ten Years, all to be pursuant to the provisions and 
authority in 24 VSA 2741 (a) and (b) (By Ballot) (A Two-Thirds majority is necessary for passage). 

21. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to purchase a Fire Truck at a sum not to 
exceed TWENTY-FIVE THOUSAND DOLLARS ($25,000.00). (By Ballot) 

22. Tosee if the Town will authorize an increase in the amount raised by the Fire Equipment 
Depreciation Fund from ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS ($1,000.00) annually to TWENTY- 
FIVE HUNDRED DOLLARS ($2,500.00) annually. (By Ballot) 

23. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen, in order to pay for the additional Fire 
Truck to negotiate Demand notes in the amount not to exceed TWENTY-TWO THOUSAND 
DOLLARS ($22,000.00). These notes to be paid off in annual increments from the Fire Equip- 
ment Depreciation Fund, in a period of not more than Ten Years. (By Ballot) (By increasing 
the Fire Department Depreciation Fund from $1,000.00 to $2,500.00 would mean an increase in 
tax rate from $0.02 to $0.05)

To the best of our knowledge and belief the financial state- 
ments and reports of receipts and disbursements accurately 
represent the fiscal position of the Town and Town School 
District as of December 31, 1970; and are an accurate record of 
the funds handled in the year then ended; with such exceptions as 
are noted in the Auditors’ Report.

AUDITORS’ REPORT 
ACCOUNTING and BOOKKEEPING: 


Town Funds: Your Auditors, with the assistance of the 
Town Treasurer and the Selectmen’s accountant, have revised 
the accounting system of the Town to more nearly conform to the 
uniform system recommended by the Auditor of Accounts. 
This is a drastic change from the system formerly in use. 

In so far as practicable the Treasurer’s Reports and the 
Selectmen’s Budget have been revised so that the detailed items 
are now included under the major headings prescribed by the 
Auditor. 

Heretofore no Asset and Liability Accounts have been kept. 
Consequently your Auditors have been compelled to improvise 
balance sheets after the completion of the audit. This is time 
consuming and inaccurate. Even though it means more book- 
keeping it seems obvious that asset and liability accounts must be 
started this year if accurate balance sheets are to be drawn up. 

Due to the limited time available for preparing the report for 
printing, it has not been possible in all cases to revise the 1969 
figures to provide a comparison with 1970. In future years, 
under the new system, this should be possible. 


School Funds: The School Financial Report for the year 
1970 (Page 60) does not agree in all subdivisions with the 
Treasurer’s Report of Receipts and Disbursements (Page 16). 
This is due to different methods of posting in the two offices. 
The disbursements as shown by the Treasurer agree with the 
coding furnished him on school district orders. 

The Cash Balance as shown by the Treasurer and the 
School agree, except that the Schools do not include in their 
balance (Page 60) the sum of $10.00 in the Savings Account. 
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Sewer Account: Your attention is invited to the remarks in 
the Selectmen’s Report and Budget. When the final payments 
are received from the Federal and State Governments, the Town 
Auditors will fully audit the account and make a full report. 
This should appear in the Town Report for 1971. 


Delinquent Taxes: Any person whose name appears on the 
Delinquent Tax List, who holds a valid receipt for the taxes listed 
as delinquent, should contact the Auditors. 


TAXATION NECESSARY FOR 1971: 
Town—See Selectmen’s Budget (Page 26). 


Schools—The estimated tax rate to raise money for Lothrop 
School is $2.55 on the Grand List of $52,237.04. This is an 
increase of $0.75 over the school tax rate for 1970. In this 
connection the local school district has been required to absorb 
a shortage in State Aid of $11,620.00. 

Your Auditors have been informed (18 February 1971) that 
the Otter Valley assessment for 1971 will be $297,847.22, an 
increase of $312.98 over 1970. Assuming the same dollar amount 
of General State Aid in 1971 as was received in 1970, and assuming 
the Otter Valley share the same percentage as in 1970, this 
assessment will require a tax rate of $3.71 as compared with a 
tax rate of $3.59 for 1970.

RECEIVABLES: The Sewer Account Receivables cannot be 
accurately determined until the final audit and payment by 
the State and Federal Governments. The actual amount of 
reimbursement due from these sources is determined in 
Montpelier and Washington. In the meantime the Town 
must pay the bills for construction and operation when due, 
The project is being financed on a temporary basis by 
borrowings from the General Account and by Tax Anticipa- 
tion Notes. When the final audit is made the Account will 
be accurately balanced. The difference between the total 
cost of the project and the gross amount of Federal and State 
reimbursement will be the amount which must be financed 
over a period of years by the Sewer service charges and Town 
Tax.. In so far as can be determined at present, the current 
Sewer service charges plus the Town Tax will amply provide 
for this financing. | |

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Sanitary Land Fill 

We have submitted a budget for the operation of the Sanitary 
Land Fill for 1971 in the amount of $4,000.00, the same as for 
1970. In addition, we are requesting $2,000.00 to construct a 
building for our equipment and caretaker and a new wire fence 
and gate on the front of our landfill. 

Due to new and strictly enforced state regulations, we have 
been compelled to shorten the hours that the landfill is open.

Delinquent Taxes 

In. October of 1969, the town employed C. John Morse to 
assist in the collection of delinquent taxes. Since that time Mr. 
Morse has collected a total.of $34,579.30 in delinquent poll and 
property taxes. In addition to this amount, Mr. Morse collected 
$4,265.03 in interest. and penalties. Mr. Morse has been Ase a 
total of $4,012.74 as of December 31, 1970. 


Welfare 
Although we spent only $80.67 in welfare bills. this. year, 
there are several cases pending against the Town of Pittsford in 


reference to old welfare bills.. Therefore, with cases pending, 
$2,000.00 has been budgeted for welfare in 1970. 


Tax Stabilization | 

The Selectmen and the School Directors recommend approval 
of this article. 

Any new plant must conform to the provisions of ‘The 
Town of Pittsford Zoning Ordinance” before any contract can be 
entered into. 


Highways 

Every spring the Selectmen, with the District Highway 
Engineer, spend an entire day going over the highways in town. 
Tar roads are checked to see which need repairs or retreatment. 
Various road problems and proposed improvements are investi- 
gated on the spot. This is the time that plans are made for the 
retreatment, repairs and construction to be carried out later 
during the year. 

Our highways fall into three classifications. State Highways 
are maintained by the State Highway Department. For main- 
tenance of State Aid Highways the town receives from the state 
$340.00 per mile for 16.94 miles or $5,760.00 each year, with 
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additional work matched on a state 66 2/3%, town 331/3% 
basis. This is the ‘‘Match Money.”’ For maintenance of Town 
Highways the state provides from gasoline tax receipts funds of 
$291.00 per mile for 37.15 miles, less $25.00 per mile for winter 
roads or approximately $9,850.00. Anything spent over this 
amount must come from Town Funds. 


Surplus Funds in the summer highway budget for 1970 
will be expended for the completion of the construction, in the 
early spring, of the Whipple Hollow and Sangamon Roads. 


We are happy to report that there was no deficit in 1970 and 
that there was in fact a surplus in most accounts. 


The Selectmen meet each Wednesday evening at 7 P.M. at 
the Town Clerk’s office.

The $1,875.00 is the Amount of Taxation voted for the 
Sewer. Until the final Audit by Federal and State Govern- 
ments and final payment of Reimbursements due, it is not 
possible to prepare a Budget for the Sewer Account. Pending 
final settlement the project is being financed through Tax 
Anticipation Notes and advances from the General Account. 
The final Audit by the State is now in progress. The Federal 
Government may accept the State Audit and make final 
payment subject to the right to make a Federal Audit within 
the next three years and make such adjustments in the Federal 
reimbursements as such an Audit may require. We expect 
that we may receive all final reimbursements within the next 
six (6) months, subject to such adjustments which the Federal 
Government may make should they decide to make their own 
Audit. Upon final settlement, arrangements will be made to 
refinance the Town share for a period of years and the Tax 
Anticipation note will be paid as well as the General Account 
advances. 

In so far as can now be determined the Sewer Service Charges 
will amply cover Debt Service and Operating Costs.

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REPORT ON REGIONAL PLANNING 


The Rutland Regional Planning Commission was created by 
the voters in March of 1967 and is now composed of some 21 
communities within the County. Among the reasons Rutland 
Region citizens saw for its creation were: to assist members in 
utilizing the Region’s advantages and to encourage cooperation 
among themselves where it can be proven beneficial; to formulate 
a united voice in dealing with State or Federal governments; to 
have available, technical advice on planning related matters; to 
remain eligible for certain grants; and to prepare studies and 
advisory plans for the orderly growth of the Region. 

Voting representation on the RRPC consists of one Regular 
and one Alternate Commissioner from each member community 
regardless of physical size, wealth or population. The Town of 
Pittsford is represented by Frank Anderson as Regular Commis- 
sioner and William H. James as Alternate. Meetings are open 
to the public. 

In July of 1968, the RRPC began a two-year comprehensive 
planning program resulting in maps, surveys, reports, aerial 
photography, model land use regulations, etc., for its members. 
As an agency composed of many communities, it has sponsored 
meetings on problems common to all such as education, water and 
sewerage, solid waste disposal, taxation, budgeting, etc. Tech- 
nical assistance has been provided in many areas of concern. 

Since last year’s ‘“‘Report’’ a State Environmental Board and 
District Environmental Commission have been appointed to 
process applications for development. Although providing pro- 
tection and assistance, the Environmental Commission’s powers 
emphasize the desirability of locally prepared controls that can 
be adopted by individual communities with the aid of the RRPC. 

The RRPC has been declared as the Clearinghouse for 
approximately 50 Federal grant programs and communities who 
are members receive the necessary review and recommendations 
from the staff and Commission. ‘Twelve have been reviewed. 
Testimony has also been given at District Environmental 
hearings and law enforcement grants have been processed. 
Responsibilities on behalf of the members are increasing signifi- 
cantly as this indicates. 

Town plans and maps have been prepared as has a Regional 
Plan and text. These have been and will continue to be valuable 
as guides for communities wishing to adopt their own plans and 
land use regulations. Information from the 1970 Census indicates 
significant growth in the Region which suggests a need for local 
action to control change in the best interests of residents. 

Assessments for RRPC memberships are nominal compared 
to potential benefits (0.4 cents on the equalized grand list). The 
Commission appreciates the active interest and support of its 
members in the past and looks forward to serving them in the 
future. We invite you to visit your office at 12 Wales Street.

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RUTLAND MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE, INC. 
YEAR END SUMMARY 


In the past year 1,056 families have availed themselves of the 
services of the Rutland Mental Health Service. This represents 
an increase of 50% over last year. This has been made possible 
by increased staff and a larger operating budget. In July, 1969, 
a Federal staffing grant from the National Institute for Mental 
Health allowed the Rutland Mental Health to greatly expand 
its services. New services include in-patient psychiatric care in 
the Rutland Hospital for those patients who can benefit from 
short term, specialized care; 24 hour emergency answering service 
to meet crises as they occur; greatly expanded after-care programs 
to facilitate the community adjustment of the returning hospital 
patient. Rutland County has less citizens in Vermont State 
Hospital at the present time, in proportion to the population, than 
any other Vermont county. 


In terms of prevention, the Youth Activities Program is 
providing a healthy, wholesome recreational outlet to over 
80 youngsters between 6 and 12, children who have presented 
social adjustment programs in the schools and can benefit from 
small groups. A recently initiated mental health education plan 
calls for Mrs. Ellen Knapp visiting every town in the County to 
assess needs and help improve resources. Dr. James Todd, 
Medical Director, has been actively involved in the planning for a 
drug information center in Castleton. Dr. Wilton Covey visits 
the Brandon physicians’ offices weekly to provide direct psychia- 
tric out-patient services and consultation. Rented camp facilities 
in Wallingford have proved very useful. 


These new services have stimulated and increased referrals 
to the regular out-patient and consultation programs. Families 
with marital conflicts, parent-child adjustment difficulties and 
personality problems, 620 all told, were provided out-patient 
clinic service in the past year. Consultation to the school systems 
has increased but there are still children without this service in the 
county. The mentally retarded receive pre-school training and 
‘nursing out reach service” but there is room for more diversified 
coverage. 


Over 20,000 interviews were conducted and approximately 
50% of the people seen were from Rutland County towns as 
compared to Rutland City. The one bus we employ for transpor- 
tation of the handicapped is sadly overextended. The recent 
purchase of new quarters at 78 South Main Street will increase 
our ability to offer a coordinated service in one location. Renova- 
tion is being carried out now but we hope to move in on April 1, 
1971.

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT—1970 


Forty-one calls were answered by the Fire Department in 
1970. The type and number of calls is as follows: Building 
Fires—11, Grass Fires—9, Car or Accident—5, Oxygen or 
Emergency—5, Chimney—4, Faulty Oil Burners—3, False 
Alarms—3, and Mutual Aid—1. The total is 41 calls. 

Several fires in buildings this year have heen caused by 
faulty wiring or overloading electrical circuits. If your wiring 
has not been inspected in recent years, this department would 
suggest a complete inspection by a qualified electrician. Wiring 
in many of the older homes is not adequate for our modern day 
electrical appliances. 

The fire marshal’s office was requested to investigate one 
fire for this Department during 1970. Any fire where the cause 
cannot be determined, is referred to the fire marshal’s office. 

New members that have joined the Fire Department this 
year are as follows: Corky Oudman, Robert Coolidge and Tony 
Tennien. 

Joseph Kamuda has retired from the department. Joe was 
one of the Charter members, and for several years was president 
of the Nickwackett. Hose Company. Raymond Giddings has 
retired from the department. Ray was one of the organizers of 
the Pittsford Fire Department and was also assistant chief for 
several years. The Department would like to thank Joe and 
Ray for their 22 years of service to the Pittsford Fire Department 
and the Town of Pittsford. 

The three remaining active charter members in the fire 
department are: Jack Barnard, James Parker and Don Rantanen. 
The department was formed in December, 1948. 

During the year the Fire Department members completely 
painted the exterior of the fire station. The overhead doors have 
been reconditioned and the downstairs floor has been painted.

The library di.ectors feel that this sum 
should be voted if the town wishes to continue library service at 
the existing scale. Otherwise it may be necessary to drastically 
reduce library service to keep expenses within income.

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PITTSFORD RECREATION AREA REPORT—1970 


The recreation area continues with its expansion and develop- 
ment of facilities. It is gratifying to note that the area is 
becoming more and more popular among adults who continue to 
use the area in greater numbers each season. 

A girls’ softball team was organized at the area this year 
under the leadership of Miss Minnie Roberts and coached by Jim 
Parker. The team got off to a fine start by defeating an exper- 
ienced team from a nearby town. ‘The team ended the season 
with a record of three wins and three losses, a fine record for a new 
and inexperienced team. We congratulate coach Jim and Minnie 
and the girls. They hope to join the Rutland league next year 
with a busy schedule. All girls, including mothers, wishing to 
join up with the girls’ softball program should get in touch with 
Minnie Roberts. 

The boys’ Little League had a most successful season. 
Seventy-five youngsters from seven to twelve years of age 
participated in this program. The boys were placed into four 
different leagues, according to their ages and each league had its 
own coach, who are Ed Keith, Peter Fox, Paul Poljacik and Don 
Gallipo. Ed Keith is the chairman of the league. The boys won 
three of their four tournaments, winning the Proctor tournament, 
the Pittsford tournament, the Center Rutland tournament in 
ten innings and came in third at the Chittenden tournament. 
This is a great record and speaks well for the boys and their 
coaches. 

The swimming program, under the very capable direction 
of Miss Jean Rowe, was as usual, very successful. Miss Rowe is 
swimming instructor and head life guard. She had one hundred 
and forty pupils this year in her swimming classes, including 
fifty-nine young beginners. Three students attained the high 
rank of Senior Life Saver. 

A new two-way vehicle bridge was constructed over the 
brook, connecting the lower and upper areas. The work was done 
evenings and weekends by the recreation committee, the Lions 
Club and men from the road dept. Bud Parker’s ability in using 
equipment to handle the large marble blocks and railroad rails, 
helped the project to proceed rapidly. Bud was on hand at 
6:00 A.M. weekend mornings and there evenings to help get the 
bridge built in time for the July 4th celebration. Steve Morrill, 
Charles Kallen and Eltinge Hasbrouck helped the recreation 
committee in setting the marble blocks and rails in place. The 
Lions Club assisted laying the planks. The bridge is built above 
the spring flood high water-mark and we hope that it will stand 
for many years. The Proctor Marble Company donated the 
marble and the rails for the bridge, and to them we are very 
grateful. 
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Ed Carter and Pete Markowski donated fill and material, 
being used to fill-in the swampland adjacent to the baseball field, 
where it is planned to build spectator bleachers and dug-outs in 
the near future. Bill Taranovitch furnishes equipment for the 
Lions Club to use at the area. Dave Foley painted the trash 
barrels which were obtained for us by Don Rantannen. We thank 
them all. 


We again are deeply grateful to Arlyn Phillips for all the 
hours he spent in keeping the lawns and fields mowed and 
trimmed. He also spends a lot of time in keeping the mowing 
equipment in good condition. 


Brian Haviland also gave a lot of time to the area by taking 
care of locking the main gate every evening and helping us with 
many of our projects. 


Harold Haviland again took care of connecting up the water 
pipes in the rest rooms, repairing leaks in the summer and discon- 
necting and draining the fixtures and pipes in the late fall so they 
can’t freeze during the winter. Harold also helps us with many of 
the proiects and patrols the area many nights, as does Jim Parker. 
Harold also furnishes the area with ample storage room in his 
barn for all moveable equipment used at the area. This is stored 
for safe-keeping each winter. 


The Pittsford Day Fourth of July Celebration, which is 
sponsored by the Lions Club with the assistance of the recreation 
committee, the J.Cs., Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts and Brownies, was 
a success in spite of heavy rains. The fire works display handled 
very capably by Tom Cox and assisted by members of the Fire 
Dept. was spectacular. The Morgan Horse Exhibition, donated 
to the celebiation by Dr. and Mrs. Frank Lathrop, assisted by 
Edgar Sivret, was the highlight of the day. In spite of heavy 
rains including a cloudburst, this show went on, and the many 
spectators braved the rain to see this great show. Our many 
thanks to De. and Mrs. Lathrop. This horse show entails much 
preparation and time on their part. 


Because of the great number of people using the swimming 
pool on hot days and weekends and many swimmers using the 
pool on mornings during the swimming lessons, it will be necessary 
to use more life guard hours at the pool. The swimming instruc- 
tor cannot be the life guard at the same time she is teaching. 
Because of these facts, the recreation committee has requested 
the Selectmen of Pittsford, to add pao. 00 more to the budget for 
the swimming program.

REPORT TO THE TOWN OF PITTSFORD 


Dear Sir: 


This is the third year that this Department, as a courtesy, 
has reported to each town and city the amounts spent and people 
aided in each locality under the various Social Welfare programs. 
This report replaced the previous annual notification to each 
town of the charges that had been assessed against their com- 
munity for their share of State operated welfare programs. The 
enactment, by the General Assembly, of the Social Welfare Act 
of 1967, eliminated sharing in State welfare costs at the local 
level and, as a result, the requirement for reporting to the towns. 

All of the figures reported this year are for calendar year 1970 
except the General Assistance figures which are for fiscal year 
1970, that is, the twelve month period ending June 30, 1970. 
General Assistance is the program that was formerly operated by 
your Overseer of the Poor. Monthly average number of recipients 
is a monthly average of total people served, except in General 
Assistance where the count is of cases rather than total people 
within the cases as the latter count is not available.

The above figures do not include money payment recipients 
residing in nursing homes or mental hospitals as there does not, 
appear to be a fair way of assigning a town of residence to these 
people. 

In addition medical vendor payments for the calendar year 
1970 totaled about $15,000,000 (more than one-third of all 
Department expenditures) and payments in behalf of committed 
children totaled over $1,400,000 for a monthly average of over 
1,550 children. No doubt, residents of your community were 
numbered among those who benefited by these expenditures.

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MUNICIPAL FOREST ARTICLE REQUIREMENT 
FOR TOWN WARNING 


The Municipal Forest Program sponsored by the Depart- 
ment of Forests and Parks is designed to encourage individual 
towns in Vermont to acquire forest land for their own use for 
timber production, watershed protection and recreation. The 
objectives of the program are primarily that of sound multiple 
use land management and good forestry practices. 


To date there are 101 classified Municipal Forests comprising 
38,722 acres with approximately 25 other towns which own land 
which have not been classified as yet. Each year, an article 
regarding Municipal Forest land is required by 24 VSA, Sec. 2407 
in the Town warning. This article reads as follows: 

“Will the town (or village) authorize the selectmen or trustees 

(as the case may be) to acquire by gift or purchase land 

for a municipal forest, to promote reforestation, water 

conservation and good forestry practices?” 

The article is required by State Law each year until the town 
acquires and classifies a minimum of 40 acres of land as a Munici- 
pal Forest. 


Objectives: (Municipal Forest) 
1. Timber production 
2. Watershed management 
3. Employment outlets 
4. Fish and game and other recreation 
5. Demonstration areas 


Following classification, a management plan is made and 
forest management services are provided by the State. All 
receipts from timber sales are received by the Town. 


Forest land when owned for timber production is a sound 
investment, but timber production need not and, in many cases, 
is not the primary objective of ownership. Watershed protection, 
forest recreation and Fish and Game values are of equal or greater 
importance in many instances. Demonstration areas where 
forest practices can be observed and carried out by the various 
schools is another very important phase of the management plan. 
F.F.A. chapters are active on many Municipal Forests and in 
some towns a portion or all of the forest are set aside for their 
forestry activities. 


The ultimate goal of the program is to have a Municipal 
Forest in every town in the State. Forest land and multiple use 
management are vital parts of every Vermont community and the 
town itself should set a good example of Forest land management 
for others to follow. 
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ZONING 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment meets on the first Monday 
of the month at 7:30 P.M. at the Town Office Building. If this 
day is a holiday the Board will meet on the following Monday. 
Special meetings may be held under exceptional circumstances. 

All applications for permits, variances and special exceptions 
must be submitted in duplicate. 

For consideration at a regular meeting of the Board, applica- 
tions for variances and special exceptions must be in the hands of 
the Zoning Administrator at least one week prior to the meeting 
of the Board. This enables members of the Board to view the 
premises prior to acting on the application. 

Commercial and industrial applications should be accom- 
panied by drawings or blue prints to scale and fully dimensioned. 
All pertinent information necessary for the Board to make 
appropriate findings and recommendations must be included. 

Residential and agricultural applications should include a 
sketch to approximate scale, properly dimensioned. 

Since the resignation of Mr. Frank Anderson as Town 
Manager in 1969, the Board has been endeavoring to function 
with volunteer help in administration. This has proven com- 
pletely unsatisfactory. 

The Selectmen have included in their budget the sum of 
$600.00 for travel and expenses of a Zoning Administrator. This 
will result in an increase of less than $.012 in the tax rate. It is 
absolutely essential to provide some remuneration for the Zoning 
Administrator if Zoning is to function in Pittsford. 

Mr. Edward Wheeler has agreed to accept the position of 
Zoning Administrator and has been appointed by the Selectmen. 

Mr. Patrick J. Candon found it necessary to resign from the 
Board. Mr. Lou Zakrewski of Florence has been appointed to 
fill the unexpired term of Mr. Candon.

We hereby submit the 1970 School Directors’ Report to the 
Town School District. 

Curriculum 

Several changes occurred this year in our instructional 
program. ‘The primary grades were exposed to a new Science 
program. The approach emphasizes student participation 
through experimentation. Instruction in the Scientific Method 
of inquiry 1s emphasized. Both students and teachers have been 
quite excited about the new materials and techniques. 

Our Health and Health Education program is being expanded. 
An Itinerant Elementary Nurse was employed by the Rutland 
Northeast Supervisory Union. The early part of the year was 
taken up with clinics and health screening. With a Nurse on our 
staff there has been greater follow-up on identified health 
problems. As we move into the second half of the year the 
emphasis will shift to health education. We expect to cover the 
topics of smoking, alcohol, drug usage, personal hygiene and 
nutrition. We would like to offer some basic instruction in First 
Aid if time permits. Another fringe benefit has been the periodic 
testing of our water supply and regular inspection of the buildings 
with an eye to health and safety. 

A Level II Special Education Class (upper grades) was 
introduced. We are now able to provide meaningful educational 
experiences for the Educable Retardate from ages 6 through 
about 14. The Level IV Program is still missing, which would 
serve students from age 15-21. The Special Education program 
is worked out cooperatively between all of the school districts in 
our Supervisory Union. 

Pittsford students having various Speech problems are being 
served by a Mobile Speech Therapy Program sponsored jointly 
by the Rutland Northeast Supervisory Union and the Vermont 
Association for the Crippled, Inc. A Mobile Van with Speech 
Therapist and specialized equipment is present at the Pittsford 
School one half day per week. The Speech Therapist Aid 
executes a therapy program prescribed by the Therapist an 
additional day each week. Emphasis is placed on the younger 
children’s needs which are largely developmental in nature. 
Older children with more serious problems are also served. 

The Educational Program at the Lothrop School is quite 
complete and of uniformly high quality. The major exception is 
the Availability of a Public Kindergarten experience. The highest 
rate of learning occurs between birth and approximately age 
nine. Kindergarten is not a-baby sitting service nor is it strictly 
a socializing experience. It is a planned educational program 
where major emphasis is readiness work for first grade. It is a 
transitional program designed to bring the child from a home and 
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neighborhood setting to the formalized school program with the 
least amount of strain. 


A Public Kindergarten is still badly needed. Vermont State 
Law now requires that each school district without a Kinder- 
garten vote each year until a favorable vote is achieved. You 
will note that such an Article is included in our warning. The 
principal problems are space and money. Should the vote be 
favorable we would have to find some adequate space to rent. 
The other alternative would be to build. We feel that building 
should be deferred until a plan is developed which will solve 
the building problems at a Secondary as well as an Elementary 
Level. The financial picture is very dark, as you will see later in 
this repo.t. The Article is included without recommendation 
from the Board. 


Staffing 
We have been blessed with a very fine faculty. Turnover in 
teaching staff has been low and morale has been high. We were 
sorry to have Mrs. Dynan leave us. She completed her twenty- 
third year of teaching, thirteen of which were in Pittsford. 
Mrs. Baird left after seven years of teaching, with six of them 
being in Pittsford. We wish them well. 


We were pleased to welcome Mrs. Jean Rogers as a replace- 
ment for Mrs. Dynan in the Fifth Grade, and Mrs. Joan Smiel to 
replace Mrs. Baird in the Fourth Grade. Mrs. Phyllis Benton 
joined the school faculty as the Level II Special Education 
teacher. Mrs. Stella Dailey is new to the staff as a teacher’s 
aide, serving both Special Education teachers. Mrs. Charlotte 
Steele was employed as the Itinerant Elementary Nurse. Mrs. 
Mary Ann Knapp is working with some of our children as a 
Speech Therapist Aid. The Speech Therapist is Mr. Thomas 
Chamborlain. 


The Lothrop School has grown to a pupil population in 
excess of three hundred students. There are twenty-one profes- 
sional staff members who work full-time or part-time in the 
building. Seven non-professional employees are working full- 
time. Six buses arrive and leave daily. The school operation 
should require a full-time Supervisory Principal. As an inter- 
mediate step, the Board would like to recommend the employ- 
ment of a half-time Principal. Due to the financial situation, we 
are including the proposition as a separate article with our 
recommendation that it be approved. 


School Facilities 
The school plant has been maintained in good order. The 
Board has a regular program of repainting and repair. The bills 
for damage done as a result of last year’s storm damage were paid 
in the current year since much of the work was done during the 
summer months. 
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The school plant is operating at a saturation level. Every 
nook and cranny is being used all of the time. Some resolution 
of our building needs must develop soon. Two groups, the 
Elementary Educational Design Committee and the Otter Valley 
Citizens Study Committee, are due to report soon. It is hoped 
that their reports will give some direction to our long range 
building program. 


School Finances 

General State Aid for education is a big question in the 
developing of a budget. The Governor is recommending the 
same appropriation as last year at the time this budget is being 
developed. This is far short of the approximately forty percent 
called for under the Miller Formula. Several bills are being 
introduced to provide public funds for private schools. There is 
some talk of a floor or minimum level of support for non-formula 
towns. Either of these proposals would probably result in with- 
drawing financial support from formula towns. We have felt 
that the safest course to follow was to expect no increase in State 
Aid and hope for no decrease. This position requires a significant 
increase in local effort. We encourage you to let your feelings be 
known to your elected officials in regard to the need for continued 
State support of education called for in the Miller Formula. No 
other expenditure of State funds has as immediate or as drastic 
an effect upon local property taxes. 


The gross budget represents an increase of eight and two- 
tenths percent (8.2%). The budget provides for adequately 
maintaining present programming. No additional programs are 
included. The Salary Agreement with the teachers provides for 
little more than a cost of living increase. Any large increase in 
enrollment will cause a serious financial problem. 


There is no major increase in any major category o¢ line item 
other than the provision for replacing the present bus. The bus is 
now seven years old and the mileage is such that we question the 
extent of repairs which might have to be made and the reliability 
of the service which could be expected. 


Even though we consider this to be an austere budget, it does 
require a forty-one percent (41%) increase in the amount to be 
raised by taxes. Although we are budgeting the same amount of 
State Aid that we actually received this year, the amount received 
was less than budgeted. To what extent an increasing Grand 
List may help we do not know. 


General 
We would like to extend our appreciation to the community 
for their help and support. Specific mention should be made of 
contributions made by the Parent Teacher Organization and 
those who have volunteered time for our health clinics and field 
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trips. An active basketball program has been held on Saturdays 
for our fifth and sixth grade boys through volunteer help. We 
would also like to compliment our Hot Lunch Staff for their 
really fine program. The efforts of our custodians are noteworthy 


In conclusion, the Lothrop School serves the community. 
We encourage you to visit the school and attend meetings of the 
School Board. The School Board meets regularly on the second 
Tuesday of each month at 7:30 P.M. except during the summer 
and the occasional conflict of weather or holidays.

Day, Independence Day—4th of July, Labor Day, Veterans’ 
Day, Thanksgiving and Christmas. Whenever these holidays fall 
on Monday or Wednesday the dump will be open the following 
day at the same hours. 


2. An attendant will be on duty during the hours the dump 
is open. His instructions must be followed in placing refuse and 
in all other matters governing the use of the dump. 


3. The following will not be accepted: 


A. Junk cars. 

B. Dead animals, or dead animal waste. 

C. Trees and Brush. 

D. Cesspool sludge. 

EK. Loose paper. Papers must be in a secure con- 
tainer, or securely tied in bundles to be 
acceptable. 

F. All Vehicles, traveling through Pittsford Town 


or Village, carrying junk and garbage must be 
covered with a tarp or canvas of some kind. 


4. Entry to the dump, except during regular hours is 
prohibited.
